HISTORICAL SOCIETIES PLAN 
TO AID BUILDING SURVEY 


Representatives of twelve of the 
~county’s historical societies, met* 
recently at the Moses Mason. House 
to discuss with George Allen, Pro- 
ject Director of the Oxford County 
Building Survey, the ways they 
can continue the work of the sur- 
vey through their own organiza- 
tions. Federal funds for the sur-, 
vey were recently cut off, and an 
attempt is being made to finish 
the survey entirely with local ré- 
sources, so that the final 
result, a book on the county’s 
architecture, ¢an eventually be 
compiled and published. 

Working primarily by complet- 
ing survey worksheets on their 
town’s old buildings, and by tak- 
ing ‘photographs, the Canton, West 
Paris and Buckfield representa- 
tives indicated they will be able to 
do the bulk of their survey work 
over the next year. Representa- 
tives of the Hartford Historical So- 
ciety and the Paris Cape Histori- 
cal Society noted that volunteers 
from their home towns are pre- 
sently, working on the survey and 
pledges to follow through with the 
completed forms and photos to 
accompany them. Representatives 
of the Dixfield Historical Society, 
who have been working with Allen 
recently to map the town’s old 
buildings, noted they are almost 
through with the photographing, 
but that doing the street survey of 
individual houses will take much 
longer to accomplish. Document- 
ing Rumford will be more of a 
problem, said Stuart Martin of the 
Greater Rumford Wistorical So- 
ciety, because of the large number 
of buildings involved, but he thinks 
several individuals might be found 
to work on the survey. Waterford’s 
representatives noted that they 
had begun one survey there last 
year, and will finish it includ- 
ing photos this year, Newry’s rep- 
resentative, Helen Morton, said 
she thinks the town history to be 
published soon will provide the 
bulk of the information necessary 
to the survey, Sha also noted that 
a imap of the town’s buildings was 
prepared for last summer’s town 
afifiiversary, arid should be of help 
to the survey. Hebron’s représeti- 
tatives noted they are making 
sttides with their work on the sur- 
vey, aid that only a few miore vol- 
witeers are néeded to finish up; 
they will work on doing that this 
year, Gréenwood’s president, Steve 
Seanies, said he felt that last 
year’s work ‘would be taken up 
again this spring, atid that the sur- 
vey theré cotld be finished photos 
ineliided this year. Bethel, which 
lias provided office space "for the 
director of the stirvey, pledged it» 
self {6 conipletion of the project 
in their town.. 

Allan noted that Sandra Brown, 
whe is interested in the history of 
Stofieham, has offeréd to continue 
work for the survey there: Herbert 
Adams has offered to take pliste- 
graphs of Stonehami buildings this 
summer, He also noted that the 
Lovell Historiaal Society’ will soon 
be photographing the buildings of 
their town and said that the survey 
has begun in Fryeburg, where ap- 
proximately a dozei people aré at 
work of survey worksheets at the 
present time, Allen will be teach- 
ing a Tuesday afternoon course on 
Arthitectuval Styles at the Frye- 
burg library begitining Tuesday, 
April 7,

The Drapeau family lives on 35 
acres of wooded land in Brunswick 
in a house that Mr. Drapeau built 
in 1952, 

Over the years Mr. Drapeau has 
built additions to the house and 
made improvements to the proper- 
ty. The value of the house has mul.- 


tiplied, and the land includes two: « 


apple orchards, a trout pond, ex- 
tensive landséaping and planting 
and an abundance of wildlife. 

Many of us would like to live ‘in 
a similar setting, but all is not as 
peaceful as it may seem for the 
Drapeaus. The family’s property 
lies at the north end of the Bruns- 
wick Naval Air Station, in an area 
the Navy refers to as a ‘‘clear 
zone.” If the Navy has its way, 
‘the Drapeau family will be forced 
to give up their land and their 
home. 

The Clear Zone is an area ex- 
tending laterally 750 feet from both 
sides of the air .station’s runway, 
with a fan-shaped area extending 
3,000 feet beyond the end of the 
runway. In a policy enacted by the 
Navy, clear zones at Naval Air 


stations nationwide would be ob-. 


tained by the Navy and cleared of 
structures posing a hazard to safe 
aircraft take-off and landing situ- 
ations. The policy also seeks to 
reduce the risk of injury or loss 
of property in the clear zones be- 
cause of a flight hazard. 

In 1977, the Navy made it known 
through public hearings in Bruns- 
wick that it intended to purchase 
the off-base land in the clear zone, 
including the Drapeau property. 
The estimated price taf was $2.2 
million. An alternative plan was 
rejected in Which an extension of 
the runway to the south would be 
constructed, creating a clear zone 
to the north on property already 
owned by the Navy. The price tag 
heré was $34.4 million. 

In all, 19 parcels of land will be

Some parcels, like the Drapeaus’ 
were. residential property, while 
others were commercial. 

.. Soon, opposition to the Navy’s 
plans began to develop in Bruns- 
wick. The Brunswick Town Coun- 
cil and its Chamber of Commerce 
went on record in opposition to the 


‘plan. Endorsements in. opposition 


to the Navy proposal.were signed 
by at least 112 citizens of Bruns- 
wick. 

The Navy ae granted waivers 
to these families with property lo- 
cated on the fringe of the clear 
zone, in return for easements and 
rights of first refusal. But no such 
waiver has been extended to the 
Drapeaus, despite letters to the 
‘Navy on their behalf from my of- 
fice and the family’s attorney. The 
families receiving waivers live 
within 300 feet of the Drapeaus. 


I understand the Navy’s‘need to — 


develop a land-acquisition policy 
for situations such as this. But the 
policy should not infringe upon the 
right of private citizens such as 
the Drapeaus unless there is a sig- 
nificant safety factor involved. To 
date, I have received no. informa- 
tion from the Navy that convinces 
me of the necessity of uprooting 
the Drapeaus., Indeed, the Navy 
plan to oust the family seems 
somewhat arbitrary. I will contin- 
ue efforts to elicit a reply from 
the Navy on this matter. + 

Poultry meeting: My meeting on 
March 20 in Augusta with poultry 
growers provided valuable insight 
into possible federal involvement 
to aid the beleagured Maine poul- 
try industry, 

As it is the state’s largest agri- 
cultural industry, the loss of the 
poultry indtistry would be a sérious 
blow to the state’s economy. To 
follow tp on the meeting, I will 
meet with officials of the federal 
Farmers Home Administration to 
discuss potential federal roles in 
the problem. + 

First, I intend to stress the im- 
portance of the poultry industry to 
Maine. Since growers could find 
themselves strapped to meet 
Farmers Home principle and. in- 
terest payments on loans, I also 
plan to discuss a moratorium on 
such payments as 4 stop-gap mea- 
sure. And I éxpect a candid as- 
sessmént from Farmers Home as 
to funding priorities for Maite 
poultry in terms of the Northeast 
versus the South. 


Other actions on my part likely 
will result from the firidings of a 
study on Maine poultry undertaken 
by the Maine Developriient. Assdci- 
ation. The study shotld be comi- 
pleted within four to five weeks, 


and: if may produce viable ap-- 


proaches to strengthen the indts- 
try. A bulk grain-terminal for grain 
storage atid marketing campaigns 
to irfluericd consiimers to buy 
Mairie poultry are possibilities, but

Indirect-Gain Passive Heating 
This week’s column will focus on 
passive solar heating by indirect- 
gain methods, To better under- 
stand how indirect gain works, it 


gain passive heating. — 

With direct-gdin systems, solar 
radiation enters the: building di- 
rectly through south-facing glass. 
This heat is- then absorbed and 
stored in thick masonry walls and/ 
offloors used in the interior space. 
‘With indirect gain systems, how- 
évér, there is an intermediate sur- 
face between the exterior glass 
and the space to be heated. It is 
Imown as a thermal mass. 

The most common indirect- 
gain heating system employs a 
south-facing exterior wall of dou- 
ble-paned glass, behind which is 
a solid wall of heavy masonry 
(concrete, stone, brick, etc.). 
This thermal mass wall is usual- 
ly painted black or another dark 
‘color to absorb as much heat as 
possible. : 

As sunshine enters. through the 
glass, it is absorbed and stored 
as heat in the thermal wall. In ad- 
dition, the air between the thermal 
wall and exterior glass is also 
heated. As the heat builds up, it is 
conducted through the wall and 
radiated into the interior living 
space on the other side. 

Because heat moves slowly 
through the masonry used. in the 
thermal wall, heat will still be ra- 
diated into the interior area long 
after the sun goes down. In fact, 
properly constructed thermal sto- 
rage walls can often store enough 
heat for use through a 48- or 72- 
hour time period. 

A thermal storage wall for in- 
direct-gain heating can also be 
made of water. Here, contain-

POLITICAL CONTRIBUTIONS 

QUALIFY AS TAX CREDIT 
., Taxpayers making cash contri- 

‘putions to a political candidate in 
‘31980-may take up to $100 as a tax 

credit on thelr joint retunns, J.-J. 
Jennings, District Director of the 

Internal Revenue Service in Maine, 
said today. a. 

The credit is one-half of the am- 
sount contributed, up to the maxi- 
mum, of $50 on a single return or 
$100 on a joint return and may be 
claimed: on either the Form 1040 
or 1040A. 

‘To qualify for the credit, the 
contributions must be made to (1) 
candidates for nomination or elec- 
tion to a federal, state, or local 
office in a general, primary or 
special election, (2) a committee 
sponsoring such candidates, (3) 
national, state or local committees 
of a national political party or (4) 
newsletter funds of an official or 
candidate. 

More detailed information on po- 
litical contributions is contained in 
the free IRS Publication 585, “Vol- 
untary Tax Methods to Help Fi- 
nance Political Campaigns.’ The
